CLOUDBURSTS

Trinidad, Colo., July 22.—(4)—tTrin!- 
dad tonight is divided by the roaring 
waters of Picket Wire river. Hundreds 
of lowland homes are flooded, bridges 
wrecked, railroad tracks washed out 
and heavy property damage has been 
done following a cloudburst here short- 
ly before 7 o’cleck tonight. 

At 8:30 o’clock the waters were re- 
ceding, but another heavy flood was re- 
ported descending on the city from the 
mountain region, forty miles west, 
where a cloudburst occurred at the 
same time as here. 

The cloudburst occured in two sec- 
tions, the first at six o'clock being fol- 
lowed by a major deluge at seven. The 
river banks broke under the impact 
and hundreds of residents were driven 
from their homes. 

The Santa Fe railroad station and 
the Harvey hotel were surrounded by 
water. The Denver & Rio Grande West- 
ern railroad bridge, near the city, was 
washed out and a passenger train is 
marooned several miles from the city.

The Chicago 
Association of Commerce, which is promoting the 
exhibition, says it will be a humane rodeo, but that 
does not satisfy the activities against it. 

We have published the protest of the Latham 
Foundation for Humane Education, headquarters 
Oakland, Cal. There seems to be an Ant? 
association here/in Chicago. The Latham Fourida- 
tion has other activities, but the local organization 
geems to be exclusively to prevent rodeos. We 
have received documents in protest from the

THE GERMAN REPLY ON 


- SECURITY. oo 

The German reply to the French-British note 
on security cannot but make a strong and most 
favorable impression on world opinion. We hope 
and believe it Will be met in the same spirit, a 
spifit easential to any substantial progress toward 
an agreement between France and Germany. All 
of the comment of the German reply is reasonable 
and necéssary to elicit a clearer and more concrete 
statement of views by the French and British gov- 
ernments and thus opens the way to practical nego- 
tiations. ; 
The German government does well to ask for a 
clarification of the French position on modification 
of the treaties of peace. There can be no real 
stabilization of Burope on the basis of the treaties 
of Versailles and St. Germain. We are confident 
that French intelligence recognizes this, though 
Official policy may not be ready to concede ft. If 
there is to be peace rather than war, the German 
government is entirely right in pointing out that a 
pact of security should not be interpreted to “ ex- 
clude for all future time the possibility of adapting 
existing treaties at the proper time to changed cir- 
cumstances by way of peaceful agreement.” In 
fact, as the reply notes, “ even the covenant of the 
league allows such necessities.” On the other 
hand, the German government disclaims the in- 
tention to make a security pact dependent upon the 
immediate modification of treaty provisions now in 
foree regarding occupation of German territory. 
This is certainly a reasonable position, essen- 
tially pacific in principle. A security pact which 
did not make provision for peaceful readjustments 
would not be an instrument of peace and stability 
but one of instability and war. 
Inasmuch as the allies demand that Germany’ 
shall enter the league of nations as a condition es 
sential to the success of a security pact, it is diffi- 
cult to see how they can object to the German sug- 
gestions respecting coercive action and the inter- 
pretation of intervention terms under treaties of 
arbitration. The German reply points out that the 
right to act in coercion should not be determinable 
by a state interested without any preliminary pro- 
cedure agreed to by the states involved or under 
some international rule. For example, the French 
interest in the support of the new states, notably 
Poland, hardly makes her an impartial agency to 
determine when the conditions of a treaty between 
Germany and Polafid have been broken. 
The German objection to Article 16 of the cove- 
nant of the league will have hearty sympathy in 
this country. This article provides that “should any 
member of the league regort to war in disregard 
of its covenants under Articles 12, 13, or 15, it shall 
ipso facto be deemed to have committed an act of 
war against all other members of the league, which 
hereby undertake immediately to subjéct it to the 
severance of all trade or financial relations, thé 
prohibition of all intercourse between their na- 
tionals and the nationals of the covenant-breaking 
state, and the prevention of all financial, commier- 
cial or personal intercourse between the nationals 
of the covenant-breaking state and the nationals of 
any other state, whether a member of the league 
or not.” 
The article also provides that the council of the 
league shall recommend what “effective military; 
naval or air force" the league members shall con- 
tribute to “ protect” the covenants of the league. 
But in the provision especially questioned in the 
security interchange, the members of the league 
agree that “ they will take the necessary steps to 
afford passage through their territory to the forces 
of any of the members of the league which are co- 
Sperating to protect the covenants of the league.” 
The German government will seem, at least from 
our viewpoint, fully justified in pointing out that 
Germany is entirely surrounded by armed nations, 
while she herself has reduced her armament to a 
minimum, and that, pending the fulfillment by the 
other powers of the condition upon which German 
disarmament is predicated--namely: gradual genera] 
disarmament, Germany can hardly afford to accede 
to the right of passage of foreign troops. As the 
Germans remark, this might draw Germany into a 
conflict in which she is not interested and cannot 
“afford in her disarmed state to become involved. 
We do not think any of the points raised in the 
German reply ought or is likely to prevent the ne- 
gotiation of a security agreement which will be of 
value in the stabilization of Franco-German rela- 
tions. The situation of all the powers conduces to

Rubbed in Wounds. — 


Montreal, Quebec, July 22.—[United 
News.]—The fangs of the “cat,” the 
medieval avenger, hissed through the 
air in the high walled quadrangle of St. 
Vincent de Paul penitentiary and 
curled across the cringing flesh of 
three crucified men until the white 
skin turned livid and blood spurted 
from the stripes. 

When the lash had snarled for the 
last time the jailers untied the bonds 
that held the victims face down upon 
the cross and turned them over to hos- 
pital attendants, who removed them to 
the infirmary. Instead of receiving 
medical aid the men were spread eagied 
on their cots and held fast, despite 
their feeble writhings, while salt was 
officially rubbed into their wounds. 

Henri Dumont, who assaulted a 
woman, and two burglars, James Miller 
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lashed again, and then again. 

They received ten cuts of the “ cat” 
as their first dose. They were actually 
fattened for the occasion. Realizing 
the “cat” may kill if the victim is not 
in robust health,- the doctors examine 
the men each day for a week pr 
their first crucifixion and certified that 
weys were in comfition for their whip- 
ping. 

Unlike the whipping sheriffs of some 
counties in the United States, the jail- 
ers of St. Vincent De Paul iten- 
tiary swung the lash with conscien- 
tious vigor.

Mexico City, July 22.—Mexican union 
labor, represented by a commission in 
congress on labor, has drafted a bill to 
reform the labor laws of Mexico to 
prevent the declaring of unjustifiable 
strikes and under the proposed law all 
labor disputes must be submitted to 
arbitration before a strike is called. 


“We are satisfied that the interests 
of the workers require labor and capi- 


ever possible and therefore we stand 
for the arbitration of labor disputes,” 
& prominent member of the labor com- 
mission told Toe TRIBUNE. 

“While not denying that socialistic 
unity might benefit humanity we are 
convinced that Mexico is not in a po 
sition to adopt socialism. Our bill is 
intended to prevent uncalled for and 
unjustifiable strikes. We believe capi- 
tal can help labor much more than the 
Reds or communists, or socialists.
